We  have 
attributed  (where  known  to  Mrs.  Haffner)  the  currency  listed 
below  by  the  Haffner  numbers  that  will  appear  in  her  new 
book. 

We  offer  for  your  consideration  this  extraordinary  collection. 
We  have  photographed  almost  all  of  the  notes,  many  for  the  very 
first  time.  Please  look  over  this  offering  carefully.  We  doubt  if  it 
can  ever  be  repeated. 

KIBBUTZIM 

A  KIBBUTZ  or  “Kvutza,”  is  a  communal  or  collective 
village,  governed  by  the  general  assembly  of  all  its  members.  All 
property  is  collectively  owned  and  work  is  organized  on  a 
collective  basis.  Members  give  their  labour  and  in  return  receive 
housing,  food,  clothing  and  social  services.  There  are  central 
dining  rooms,  kitchens  and  stores  as  well  as  social  and  cultural 
centers.  In  some  of  the  KIBBUTZIM,  there  are  communal 
kindergartens  and  children's  quarters.  In  others,  the  children  live 
at  home  with  the  parents  where  individual  living  quarters  provide 
personal  privacy.  Some  of  the  more  affluent  Kibbutzim  have 
swimming  pools,  tennis  courts  and  horses  for  riding.  All  of  the 
money  earned  by  a  kibbutz  or  its  members  goes  into  a  common 
treasury.  The  KIBBUTZNIKS  (members)  receive  no  wages,  have 
no  income  or  expenses  of  their  own. 

The  Kibbutzim  are  predominately  agricultural,  but  many  run 
sizable  industrial  enterprises,  such  as:  furniture,  electronics, 
limber,  etc.  There  are  some  230  kibbutzim,  with  populations 
ranging  from  60  to  2,000  members. 

Kihbutzniks  receive  a  week  or  two  of  vacation  each  year  in 
addition  to  all  Jewish  holidays.  Every  family  receives  pocket- 
money  for  vacations  and  extra  trips.  Automobiles  are  owned  by  the 
kibbutz  and  available  to  the  members  by  request  to  the  committee. 
Everything  is  supplied  by  the  kibbutz  to  its  members  by  the  use  of 
chits  in  some  cases  and  by  the  use  of  cash  from  the  treasury  in 
other  cases.  For  example,  in  one  kibbutz  the  member  family 
receives  about  2,000  per  year  either  in  chits  or  cash.  The  chits  are 
sometimes  indicated  for  items  such  as:  soap,  haircuts,  toothpaste, 
razor  blades,  postage,  concert  and  drama  tickets,  movies,  etc.  In 
some  cases  the  chits  are  issued  in  a  general  format  and  “good-for” 
anything.  Funds  are  made  available  for  wedding  and  honeymoon! 
arrangements,  support  of  needy  parents,  medical  and  dental  care, 
etc.  The  trend  today  is  to  issue  more  general  tickets  and  less 
specific  ones,  and  in  most  cases  cash  is  now  supplied. 

Besides  the  regular  members  of  the  kibbutz,  there  are  usually 
students  on  a  work-study  program,  volunteers  who  receive  a 
minimal  salary  and  room  and  board,  visitors  and  guests. 


The  kibbutz  education  system  takes  a  child  through  the  age  of 
sixteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age.  Whereas,  free  public  education  in 
Israel,  at  this  time,  is  available  only  up  to  the  age  of  fourteen.  A 
kibbutz  graduate  is  thus  among  the  best  educated  youths  in  Israel. 
The  kibbutzim  will  also  send  a  talented  student  to  a  special  art  or 
music  school  or  to  the  university.

ISRAEL  COOPERATIVES 

Cooperative  enterprise,  in  which  workers  ban  together  to 
cultivate  the  soil,  engage  in  industry  or  provide  services,  is  highly 
developed  in  Israel.  The  cooperative  system  arouses  wide  spread 
interest  abroad  and  is  closely  studied  by  developing  nations. 

Most  of  Israel’s  agricultural,  including  the  Kibbutzim  and 
Moshavim,  and  almost  all  road  transport  are  run  in  this  way.  There 
are  also  cooperatives  in  industry  and  retail  and  wholesale  trading, 
as  well  as  loan  and  credit  funds.  For  the  most  part,  they  belong  to 
the  Histadrut. 

Cooperatives  are  organized  in  ten  audit  unions,  which,  in 
addition  to  checking  their  account,  run  courses,  issue  publica¬ 
tions,  and  supply  information  to  foreign  countries  and  interna¬ 
tional  agencies.  The  Ministry  of  Labor  Cooperative  Soceity's 
division  sees  to  compliance  with  the  law.  registers  the  societies 
and  helps  them. 

On  September  1,  1970  there  were  1,902  cooperatives, 

(including  187  Arab  ones)  which  were  registered.  There  were  also 
410  in  the  areas  administered  under  the  cease  fire  agreements. 

There  are  over  170  producers  and  service  cooperatives,  3  of 
them  urban  and  inter-urban  bus  cooperatives.

These 
tokens  were  usually  made  of  thin  sheets  of  bronze  or 
inscribed,  “Charits”  or  “Charity  to  the  Poor”.  Those 
receiving  the  tokens  then  used  the  tokens  at  the  institu¬ 
tions  and  receive  the  hot  meal  and  sometimes  lodging. 
The  coin  offered  here,  was  taken  from  circulation,  a 
40  para  bronze  specimen,  and  converted  into  a  token  by 
counterstamping  it  with  three  Hebrew  characters.

These  tokens  were  used  during  the  time  of  the  Turkish  regime  in 
Palestine.  There  was  a  critical  shortage  of  small  change  which  created 
problems  for  the  merchants  and  beggers.  The  Yeshiva  struck  tokens 
which  were  redeemable  by  them  and  sold  to  the  merchants  and  beggers 
at  the  reate  of  20  tokens  for  10  Turkish  paras.  These  tokens  were  very 
crudely  cut  from  sheets  of  yellow  and  white  copper  or  brass.  They 
were  minted  by  hammer  striking  the  planchets  on  a  handmade  wooden 
die.  The  dies  were  cut  by  hand,  which  created  many  varieties.  The 
tokens  resembled  the  medieval  Bracteate.  These  tokens  were  also  used 
by  the,  “Chevra  Kadisha'*  (wealthy  members  of  a  congregation),  to 
give  to  the  beggers  at  a  Jewish  funeral  for  participating  as  professional 
mourners.

The  township  of  Tel  Aviv  was  especially  hard  hit  during  an  economic 
crisis  at  the  beginning  of  World  War  I.  Unemployment  was  at  an  all 
time  high  and  heavy  taxes  had  been  levied  by  the  Turks  and  all  the 
banks  had  closed.  A  ‘ ‘committee  for  relieving  the  crisis'*  was  elected 
which  consisted  of  Mr.  M.  Dizengoff,  its  initiator,  Mr.  A  Hofien. 
Bezalel  Jaffe.  Dr.  Ruppin,  and  8  other  members.  On  August  16.  1914, 
the  committee  issued  paper  notes  printed  at  Shoshnai's  printers  in  Tel 
Aviv.  They  decided  that  the  legend  should  be  similar  to  the  legend 
used  by  the  cooperative  shop.  All  of  the  notes  were  signed  by  hand 
until  the  task  became  impossible  which  lead  to  the  Secretaries  of  the 
committee  being  authorized  to  sign.

As  written  on  page  361  of  Sylvia  Haffner 's  book,  "History  of  Modern

the  establishment  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  May  of  1948,  created 
difficulties  in  the  municipality  of  Tel  Aviv  in  the  process  of  the 
collection  of  taxes.  The  municipality  of  of  Tel  Aviv  therefore,  issued 
notes  to  be  used  as  change  when  collecting  taxes.  On  August  15  .  1948 
the  first  notes  were  released. 

On  August  I,  1949,  the  municipality  of  Tel  Aviv  recalled  (he  notes  as 
the  government  of  Israel  had  now  placed  into  circulation  a  supply  of 
fractional  notes  in  small  denominations  of  coins.  The  municipality  of 
Tel  Aviv  returned  to  its  treasury  coupons  valued  at  £22,710  and  a  total 
of  295,888  coupons  or  88%  OF  THE  TOTAL  ISSUE.  Remaining  at 
large  were  notes  with  a  total  value  of  £  3,640  of  both  denominations  of 
14%  of  the  total  notes  issued.  There  is  no  breakdown  available  by 
denomination  of  the  notes  in  existence.

The  history  of  this  extraordinary  coin  has  not  changed  appreciatably 
since  we  first  offered  a  specimen  in  1974.  From  that  sale  we  quote, 
“Apparently  made  in  early  1949.  to  test  the  new  die  for  durability 
after  being  annealed  and  polished.  One  of  less  than  five  such  unifacc 
trial  impressions  in  lead  known  extant  from  this  obverse  die;  evidently 
from  the  same  strip  used  for  the  other  piece  of  similar  nature,  and  most 
likely,  both  were  struck  within  moments  of  one  another.  These  were 
undoubtedly  the  first  impressions  struck  because  of  the  softness  of 
lead,  and  were  later  followed  by  a  few  trial  strikings  in  harder  metals 
of  brass,  copper,  and  bronze.  It  is  reasonably  certain  that  no  more  than 
only  4  strikings  were  ever  taken  in  lead,  and  absolutely  none  could 
have  been  later  restruck  in  any  metal .  due  to  the  fact  that  the  dies  were 
destroyed  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year,  1949.

The  1949  Prutah  Specimen  pattern  is  one  of  a  group  of  four  that 
comprises  Israel  numismatics  great  trade  coin  rarities.  Additional 
rarities  exist,  but  have  not  achieved  the  level  of  recognition  afforded 
(1)  the  1960  1  Agora  eight  grain  set.  (2)  the  1960  1  Agora  large 
date/different  die  mule,  (3)  the  1 949  25  Pruta  Specimen  pattern,  and 
(4)  the  group  of  off-metal  1948/1949  25  Mils  patterns. 

Until  1973,  even  the  Kadman  Museum  did  not  have  the  1949  25 
Pruta  Specimen  pattern.  The  much-publicized  donation  of  a  specimen 
coin  to  the  Kadman  Museum  by  Dr.  Harry  Altman  in  1973  filled  this 
void. 

The  world’s  supply  of  only  9  known  specimen  patterns  was  reduced 
to  8  with  the  destruction  of  the  Haffner  collection  by  fire  late  in  1973  in 
the  headquarters  of  World-Wide  Coin  Investments,  Ltd.  in  Atlanta. 
Georgia.  The  tragedy  leaves  only  such  patterns  in  private  hands. 

Since  the  Specimen  pattern's  discovery  in  1969.  the  prices  realized 
for  those  offered  at  auction,  including  at  least  two  re-sales,  have  never 
fallen  below$2,500  nor  exceeded$5,000.  But  both  prices  have  been 
obtained  in  bona-fide  sales,  and  the  most  recent  outright  retail  sale 
was  at  a  level  of$3,500.00.  History  has  played  some  interesting  tricks 
with  the  Specimen  pattern.  In  1971,  one  of  the  known  pieces  was 
offered  for  sale  by  a  London  firm.  The  intricate  network  of  Israel 
dealers  in  the  world,  all  wishing  to  become  associated  with  the  sale  of 
this  great  rarity,  spread  the  word  of  the  availability  of  the  piece  with 
the  speed  of  a  forest  fire.  At  one  time  it  appeared  that  as  many  as 
twelve  dealers  were  all  offering  Specimen  patterns  simultaneously, 
whereas  in  reality  there  was  but  one  coin  available  for  sale! 

The  initial  announcement  of  the  Specimen  pattern  was  made  by 
Sylvia  Haffner  in  World  Coins.  December  1969  (p.  1 374) .  at  which 
time  the  original  research  was  described.  Mrs.  Haffner  contacted  the 
Royal  Mint  in  London  to  search  out  the  data  needed  to  support  the 
coin’s  authenticity.  Mr.  J  Poole  wrote  back  from  Birmingham  in 
answer  to  Mrs.  Haffner’s  inquiry,  “I  assume  that  these  pieces  were 
struck  for  submission  to  the  Israeli  authorities  before  bulk  production 
was  started.  I  doubt  if  very  many  of  the  25  Pruta  specimens  were  struck 
because  despite  the  obviously  confidential  nature  of  the  proceedings.  I 
think  that  more  would  have  come  to  light  by  now  after  20  years.” 
Non-destructive  analyses  by  Dr.  R  P.  Nielsen  showed  further  (in 
1970)  that  the  Specimen  coin  possesses  exactly  the  same  metallic 
composition  as  the  later-produced  regular-issue  1949  25  Pruta  coin¬ 
age.  and  that  the  word  Specimen  was  indeed  identical  in  each  of  the 
coins  examined.

In  1960,  when  the  Agorot  series  was  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  a 
small  number  of- trial  pieces  of  the  One  Agora  was  sent  by  the  I.C.I. 
Mint,  in  Birmingham,  England,  to  the  Bank  of  Israel  for  their 
approval.  The  committee  appointed  to  select  the  designs  for  the  new 
series  disapproved  of  the  left  ear  of  grain  containing  eight  grains  of 
barley  the  same  as  the  other  two  ears  on  the  obverse.  They  requested 
that  ten  grains  be  used  on  the  left  ear.  On  the  reverse,  they  felt  that  the 
date  was  too  large  and  therefore  conflicted  with  the  word  "AGORA" 
just  above,  and  requested  that  the  date  be  reduced. 

These  patterns  were  later  thrown  into  circulation  without  realizing 
they  had  a  tremendous  numismatic  value.  The  "Large  Date"  1960 
One  Agora  is  evidently  an  outcropping  of  the  I.C.I.  Mint’s  attempt  to 
satisfy  the  committee.  The  obverse  left  ear  of  barley  contains  the  "10 
grains"  as  requested,  the  reverse  has  a  reduced  date  from  the  pattern 
piece,  but  .  .  evidently  it  still  was  not  small  enough  to  satisfy  the 
committee  for  the  final  design  was  a  much  smaller  date  —  now  knwn 
as  the  "regular  date."  Just  how  many  of  the  "Large  Date"  variety 
were  struck  no  one  knows,  but  it  has  been  estimated  somewhere  near 
250  pieces  have  been  found  to  date. 

There  are  two  varieties  of  the  "Large  Date"  with  two  distinctly 
different  obverses.  The  variety  A-lOla/b,  described  here  for  the 
first  time,  has  just  recently  been  discovered  and  its  rarity  scale  is 
still  to  be  evaluated.

The  Bank 
of  Israel  requested  that  two  grains  be  added,  after  view  ing  the  pattern 
pieces  sent  to  the  committee  for  approval  by  the  ICI  mint.  It  has  been 
noted  that  ten  specimens  of  Type  IV  were  sent  to  the  committee.  Two 
of  the  specimens  are  known  today  to  be  in  collections;  one  in  the 
Kadman  Numismatic  Museum  in  Tel  Aviv,  and  the  other  in  the 
collection  of  Leo  Better.  The  pattern  pieces  were  inadvertently  placed 
into  circulation. 

From  1970  to  1973,  five  additional  pattern  coins  were  obtained 
from  a  German  collector  who  purchased  them  from  an  employee  of  the 
ICI  mint  in  Brimingham.  These  "eight  grain"  patterns  were  found  to 
be  in  three  varieties,  and  differ  from  the  first  discovered  variety  sent  to 
the  committee.  It  is  possible  that  the  "eight"  patterns  that  got  away, 
might  have  included  the  new  varieties  discovered  in  1970-1973,  for 
the  committee  did  not  examine  them  for  differences.  They  only 
requested  that  two  more  gains  be  added  and  that  the  numeral  "1"  be 
made  larger  and  the  Hebrew  date  "5720"  ( 1 960)  be  made  smaller.  It  is 
not  known  why  so  many  different  dies  were  used  for  the  I  Agora  1960. 
the  first  date  of  the  Agora  series. 

The  Nielsen-Porier.  numismatic  firm  in  Houston,  Texas,  who 
purchased  the  patterns  of  Type  I,  II  and  III,  (type  IV  was  not  included 
in  the  transaction),  placed  a  value  of  the  three  types  in  an  unbroken  set 
at$  100,000.00.  Type  I,  where  two  are  known  at  about  $34,000.00 
each  and  Type  II,  where  two  are  know  n  at  about$  17,000.00  each  It 
is  intended  to  keep  one  complete  set  unbroken,  WHICH  LEAVES, 
ONE  OF  TYPE  I  AND  ONE  OF  TYPE  II  AVAILABLE  IN 
SINGLE  UNITS.  The  specimen  of  Type  II  was  sold  in  1970.  and  is 
now  known  as  the  "Kagan  specimen."  Type  IV,  the  "Better  speci¬ 
men"  has  never  been  offered  for  sale  since  he  purchased  the  coin  many 
years  ago,  and  of  course  the  "Kadman  specimen"  of  Type  IV  is  not 
for  sale."

Due  lo  the  excessive  inflation  rate  in  Israel  (which  normally  runs  25  to 
35%  yearly),  the  Bank  oflsrael  decided  in  1 974  to  test  the  possibilities 
of  striking  the  Agorot  coinage  in  aluminum  since  it  was  commonly 
known  that  almost  no  one  Agora  coins  were  utilized  in  circulated 
because  they  bought  nothing.  Considering  the  cost  of  the  metal  and  the 
striking  expense  of  the  coinage  it  was  determined  that  to  continue  to 
strike  Agorot  coinage  in  its  current  metal  of  cupronickle  it  was  more 
expensive  to  manufacture  the  coins  that  its  face  value.  After  testing 
both  the  5  and  I  O' Agorot  coinage  it  was  determined  by  the  Bank  of 
Israel  to  officially  strike  only  the  5  Agorot  coin  in  aluminum  instead 
of  cupronickle.  It  was  also  determined  NOT  TO  CHANGE  THE

The  Germans  choose  an  elder  of  the  Jews,  Chaim  Mor- 
dechai  Rumkowski  to  rule  with  the  illusion  of  autonomy.  It  was 
through  his  urging  that  these  notes  were  issued.  To  keep  secret  the 
numbers  of  Jews  in  the  ghetto  that  were  being  exterminated  the 
Germans  intercepted  from  July  17  to  September  16,  1940,  and  from 
January  8,  1942  to  May  9,  1944,  all  mail  from  the  ghetto  to  the  outside 
world.  The  Gestapo  also  destroyed  most  of  the  mail,  currency,  and 
other  papers  to  and  from  the  ghetto  during  the  intervening  periods.

beneath  that  in  Hebrew  and  English,  "Medals  of 
Liberation.”  The  right  hand  side  of  the  presentation 
case  has  available  space  for  the  three  liberation  medals 
with  the  plaque  (to  be  inscribed)  beneath.  TO  OUR 
KNOWLEDGE,  THIS  PREVIOUSLY  UNKNOWN 
PRESENTATION  SET  IS  UNIQUE.  We  have  never 
heard  of  it  before,  we  have  never  seen  it  before,  and 
of  course  we  have  never  offered  it  before.  There  was 
never  even  a  rumor  of  its  existence.  In  tracking  down
